| ration doth clearelyriddeall queſtions art- |

trouerſie and hearing, and of ſome of the 
Baronetrs grieuances, propounded out of 
theic owne mouthes,confidered more ma= 
turely vpon the points and laticude of their 
ſaid Patents, his Maieſtie beeirfg refolued 
(as out of his owneroyall mouth it pleaſed 
him to declare vnto them) to ampliate his 


fauour, eſpecially where it meetes with 


theſe ſo wel borne and wel deſeruing Gen- 
tlemen, (this dignitie beeing of his Maie- 
ſties owneerection, and the worke of his 
owne handes) his Maieſtie is therefore 
raciouſly pleaſed (not contented with 
Tole markes of his fauour, which alreadie 


they enioy by the wordes of theirPartent, 
which layeth ſucha marke of digniticand 


precedence vponthem and their poſterity)

Elrit, his Maieſtieis pleaſed to knight the 
preſent Baronets, that are no Knights: 
And doeth allo by theſ@ preſents of his 
meere motion and fauour, promiſe and 
graunt tor him, his heires and ſucceflours, 
that ſuch Baronets,and the heires males of 
their bodies, as herafter ſhalbe no Knights, 
whenthey(hallattaine, orbe of the age of 
oneand twentie yeares , ypon knowledge 
thereof giuen to the Lord Chamberlaine 
of the houſhold, or Vice-chamberlaine for 
thetimebeeing, orin their abſence to any 
other Othcer attending vpon his Matefties 
perſon, ſhall be knighted by his Maieftie, 
his heires and ſucceflours.
